Pift7 Million Dollars Involved ! 

London, Oct. 2. — The City of Glasgow 
I Bank closed its doors tu-day. Its lia- 
bilities are stated to be 850,000,000. The 
liabilities of the shareholders is liulimit- 
ed. This is the heaviest bonk failure in 
Scotland sinco 1857, when this concern 
also suspended. Other Scotch banks were 
a.sked for assistance, but after examining 
the book.s at a meeting yesterday, refused 
to do more than to redeem the note cir- 
culation of the bank, which is stated at 
three and a quarter million of dollars. 
Tho failure haa caused groat excitomont 
throughout tho country and on London 
Stock E.tchango. Tho failure of tho bank 
is generally attributed to its resources be- 
ing locked up in tho bills, shares and de- 
bentures of various kinds that wore not 
readily convertible.

Dispatches agree in stating that ne- 
gotiations are progressing at Vienna to 
prevent a change of the entire admin- 
istration, and the dilliculty is increased 
by the gi-owing dissatisfaction of Hun- 
gary with Couu^ Andrassy's whole 
])olicy in connection with the eastern 
question. 

Ilerr Von Shell, Hunjfarian minister 
of finance, has declared that ho cannot 
take the rcsponsibilitj' of contributing 

to the exi)onses of the occupation 
of Bosnia after tlie 1st of November. 

After the cabinet council held at 
I'estli on Sunday last ILerr Tissa, 
Hungarian jireinicr, visited Vienna to 
rtrjiort on the condition of afl'ari.s. He 
informed the Emperor that the whole 
Hungarian ministry might resign un- 
less some limit be fixed for military 
expenditure, and that the expenditure 
be reduced is quiti; unavoiilable. 
In con.sequence of this communica- 
tion Horr Von Shell was called 
to Viemia and was received by the 
Emperor in an audience lasting near- 
ly two hour.s. The Emperor., subse- 
quently conferred with tlio minis- 
ter of war and the chief of stall'. 
A later dispatch says tho crisis is un- 
doubtedly very serious for it can only 
be interpreted as a stand made against 
extensive military expenditure, and a 
claim to cfTcctivo control over this ex- 
peuiliture and the policy connected 
with it. Although the crisis is .serious 
it is liojied that it will find a solution 
advantageous to all parties.
